SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Spanking Scenes Volume 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a sustained presentation of adult males spanking females. The 
trailers present acts of extreme cruelty including whipping, beating and attaching 
weighted clothes pegs to female genitals and nipples. The restraint of females varies 
from fairly mild, such as holding arms 

or wrists, to tying or binding females to such a degree that escape is impossible. 

There are instances where the females signal or plead for the activity to stop. The 
predominant camera focus is on the naked buttocks, genitals and breasts of the 
females while the violent activity takes place. Given the sexual focus of the behaviours 
described above, the cruelty and violence is sexualized. Therefore the publication 
promotes and supports the use of coercion to compel persons to participate in and 
submit to sexual conduct. Because the publication contains cruel and violent behaviour 
perpetrated upon females who are restrained, it also promotes and supports the 
infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. The publication is therefore deemed 
objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
This deeming provision overrides the rights and freedoms of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. 
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
